More Than Half Roosevelt’s 
Message Devoted To In­ 
ternational Affairs 


(Bv Associated Press) 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—President Roosevelt, address­ 
ing congress at the outset of a new session, declared today 
that the United States ultimately can become a leader for 
world peace but that ‘ we must likewise be prepared to take 
care of ourselves if the world cannot attain peace.” 
Accordingly, he said he was asking this year in the light 
of continuing world uncertainty, for "army and navy in­ 
creases which are based not on panic but on common sense.’* 
And the President proposed that sufficient additional 
taxes be levied to meet the cost of emergency spending for 
defense. 
He did not specify specific amounts or methods of 
taxation.

Pioneer days still exist for laws 
which provide that oxen, home­ 
made yarn and spinning wheels 
shall be exempt from court execu­ 
tions levied to settle judgments. 
No Bells on Road 
In Kentucky you can’t feed or 
allow any animal to wear a bell 
while it is pulling a vehicle on a 
turnpike, plank or gravel road. 
One strange law provides that 
any perron operating a steam-pro­ 
pelled engine on a state road mast 
"send ahead and keep at least 200 
yards in advance of such engine a 
messenger, whose duty it shall be to 
warn all persons of its approach." 
Tile committee also Is examining 
laws for faulty and vague language 
One example was a statute defining 
the duties of a treasurer in a fifth 
class city: “He shall make quar­ 
terly settlements w ith the city clerk, 
and when approved by the council 
shall be spread at large upon the 
record."
